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Troy  State  University  is  a  public  university 
located  in  Troy  (Pike  County),  Alabama,  and 
founded  in  1887.  The  current  chancellor  of  the 
university  is  Jack  Hawkins,  Jr.  The  main  cam- 
pus enrollment  is  approximately  6,300  stu- 
dents. The  campus  itself  consists  of  35  major 
buildings  on  460  acres.  The  Troy  State  Univer- 
sity system  consists  of  fifty-eight  sites  in  sev- 
enteen U.S.  states  and  eleven  other  countries. 

On  April  16,  2004,  the  Board  of  Trustees  vot- 
ed to  change  the  name  of  the  institution  from 
Troy  State  University  to  Troy  University.  The 
transition  to  the  new  name  is  ongoing  and 
will  be  completed  in  August  2005  concurrent 
with  the  merger  of  all  the  associated  satellite 
campuses  into  a  single,  unified  system  and  ad- 
ministration. The  name  change  is  believed  to 
better  reflect  the  quality,  funding  sources  and 
global  mission  of  the  new  university  system. 

The  name  change  is  actually  the  fifth  in 
the  school's  history.  When  created  by  the 
Alabama  State  Legislature  on  February  26, 
1887,  it  was  officially  named  the  Troy  State 
Normal  School.  The  school  was  located  in 
downtown  Troy  until  moving  to  the  present 
location  in  1930.  In  1929,  the  name  was 
changed  to  Troy  State  Teacher's  College  and 
it  subsequently  conferred  its  first  baccalaure- 
ate degree  in  1931.  In  1957,  the  legislature 
voted  both  to  change  the  name  to  Troy  State 
College  and  to  allow  it  to  begin  a  Master's 
degree  program.  The  name  was  changed 
once  again  in  1969  to  Troy  State  University. 
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Troy  State  University's  school  colors  are  car- 
dinal, black,  and  silver  and  its  athletic  teams 
are  called  the  Trojans.  They  began  playing  in 
the  NCAA's  Division  I-A  in  2001,  became  a 
football  member  of  the  Sun  Belt  Conference 
in  2004,  and  will  join  that  conference  for  all 
other  sports  in  2005.  The  Trojan  football  team 
made  its  first  bowl  game  appearance  in  the 
Silicon  Valley  Football  Classic  on  December 
30,  2004,  but  lost  to  Northern  Illinois,  34-21. 

The  Troy  State  University  system  has  sixty 
sites  around  the  world.  Additional  major 
campuses  in  the  state  of  Alabma  include 
Troy  State  University  Montgomery,  Troy 
State  University  Dothan,  and  Troy  State 
University  Phenix  City.  The  university  has 
a  very  large  off-campus/distance  learning 
program  and  offers  many  courses  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  United  States  Armed  Forces. 

Overall  enrollment  in  the  Troy  State  Univer- 
sity system  is  approximately  27,200.  This 
number  includes  more  than  10,000  full-time 
and  8,000  part-time  undergraduates.  Also, 
this  enrollment  count  includes  more  than 
4,000  full-time  and  nearly  4,500  part-time 
graduate  students.  The  student  population  is 
fifty-seven  percent  female  and  forty-three  per- 
cent male.  Undergraduate  studies  are  divided 
into  five  schools  each  with  its  own  dean:  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  the  College  of 
Communication  and  Fine  Arts,  the  College  of 
Education,  the  College  of  Health  and  Human 
Services,  and  the  Sorrell  College  of  Business.

Summer  months  are  usually  slow  times  for  a 
college,  but  not  for  Troy.  During  the  summer, 
freshmen  and  new  students  spend  two  days 
on  campus  participating  in  Troy  State's 
orientation  program  called  IMPACT.  This 
time  is  set  aside  for  students  to  learn  their  way 
around  campus  and  prepare  for  the  fall  semester. 

IMPACT  is  led  each  year  by  twelve  current 
Troy  State  University  students.  These  IMPACT 
Leaders  offer  guidance  in  making  schedules 
and  help  new  students  feel  comfortable  at 
Troy.  IMPACT  sessions  give  new  students 
the  information  they  need  to  succeed  at  TSU. 

Although  the  main  purpose  of  IMPACT  is  to 
educate  students,  there  is  also  a  session 
for  the  parents.  During  the  parents'  ses- 
sion they  get  to  tour  the  campus,  they 
are  given  advice  about  the  expenses  of 
college  and  how  to  deal  with  their 
child  leaving  home.  This  parents'  side 
of  IMPACT  provides  parents  with  the 
reassurance  that  their  child's  decision  to 
attend    Troy    State    was    the    right    choice.

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In  early  2004,  for  the  fifth  time  in  TSU 
history,  the  school  proposed  a  name 
change.

The  new  name  Troy  University  was  ap- 
proved during  an  April  16,  2004  board  of 
trustees  meeting.  This  decision  came  after 
much  support  from  the  Trustees,  the  Alumni 
Association,  as  well  as  many  other  contribut- 
ing parties.  Although  the  name  change  will  not 
officially  go  into  effect  until  August  of  2005, 
the  students  and  alumni  of  the  now  former 
Troy  State  University  are  feeling  the  effects.

years.  For  example,  the  stadium  was  renovated,  the  quad 
has  been  revampt,  and  Clements  Hall  also  received  a  face 
lift.

Construction  on  the  new  building  began  over  the  summer.  The  new 
building  began  to  take  shape  early  in  the  fall.

When  completed,  the  building  will  be 
used  for  graduate  and  undergraduate  classes.  All  departments  will  have 
access  to  the  general  purpose  building.  The  classrooms  range  in  seating 
size  from  25-150  people,  with  some  stadium  seat  classrooms  included.

Wide 
reciever  Jason  Samples  took  a  lateral  from  quarterback 
Aaron  Leak  and  then  launched  the  ball  27  yards  down- 
field  to  a  wide  open  Jermaine  Richardson  in  the  endzone. 
Later,  offensive  lineman  Junior  Louissant  certainly  found 
himself  in  the   right  place   at  the   right  time. ..for  a   score. 


Afterwards  Betterson  ran  for  eight  yards,  until  he  was  stripped 
of  the  ball  by  Samples.  Then,  when  the  ball  popped  out,  it  land- 
ed in  Louissant's  hands.  The  senior  headed  up  field  and  man- 
aged to  reach  the  endzone.  The  Trojans  got  a  43  yard  field  goal 
from  sophomore  Greg  Whibbs  to  take  a  17  to  14  lead  at  the  half. 
In    the    fourth    quarter,    the    Trojans    finally    put   the    game

Thundering  Herds  Dynasty 


On  September  4,  2004,  the 
Troy  State  University  Trojans 
dealt  Marhshall  its  first  ever 
season  loss  on  home  turf,  in 
Joan  C.  Edwards  Stadium, 
since  1991.  Two  seniors, 
quarterback  Aaron  Leak  and 
running  back  Dewhitt  Better- 
son,  scored  Troy's  only  touch- 
downs in  the  game.  Senior 
Demarcus  Ware  forced  two 
fumbles,  and  three  sacks  for 
a  loss  of  25  yards.  Leak  com- 
pleted 13  out  of  26  passes  for 
196  yards  to  lead  the  Trojan 
offense.  Junior  Jermaine 
Richardson  led  the  Trojans' 
rushing  attack  with  46  yards 
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and  16  carries.  After  an 
impressive  16  yard  drive, 
Marshall  cut  into  the  Trojan 
lead  with  a  field  goal.  The  Tro- 
jans regained  the  lead  during 
their  next  possession  with  a 
field  goal  attempt  by  fresh- 
man Greg  Whibbs.  Whibbs 
converted  the  punt  after  his 
first  career  kick,  leading  to  a 
43  yard  field  goal.  Cedric  Sul- 
livan recovered  the  loose  ball 
to  give  Troy  possession  at  the 
Herd  11-  yard  line.  After  only 
two  plays  Betterson  scored  on 
a  one  yard  touchdown,  giving 
the  Trojans  a  17-15  lead  over 
Marshall's  Thundering  Herd.

The  Troy  State  Trojans  gave  the  defending  National 
Champions,  LSU,  a  run  for  their  money  at  LSU's 
Homecoming.  Troy  State  University  started  off  t 
game  forcing  4  turnovers  that  set  up  17  points.  Fresh- 
man quarterback  D.T.  McDowell  made  his  first  career 
start  throwing  for  60  yards  on  7  of  14  passing  with  his 
first  touchdown,  but  he  was  sacked  four  times.  Trojan 
defense  was  led  by  senior  tailback  DeWhitt  Betterson 
who  ran  for  49  yards  and  a  touchdown  on  18  carries. 
Senior  Jermaine  Richardson  ran  7  times  for  40  yards. 

Thomas  Olmsted  punted  the  ball  8  times  for  a  42.6 
yard  average  and  pinned  4  inside  the  20  yard  line 
with  6:48  remaining  in  the  game.  Afterward  McDowell 
found  Jason  Samples  in  the  endzone  from  15  yards 
out.  Two  sacks  later,  Jermaine  Richardson  took  a 
third  and  24  handoff  and  scampered  22  yards  up  the 
middle  to  set  up  a  24  yard  field  goal  by  Whibbs  that 
would  give  Troy  the  20-17  advantage  with  3:59  to  play. 

McDowell  was  flagged  for  intentional  grounding 
on  the  drive's  4th  play.  The  Trojans  were  unable 
to  pick  up  a  first  down,  turning  the  ball  over  to  the 
Tigers  and  ending  the  Trojans  hopes  of  an  victory.

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The  Troy  State  Trojans  hosted  the  Homecoming  game  against  the 
Florida  Atlantic  Owls  on  Saturday,  November  6.  Freshman  D.T  Mc- 
Dowell put  in  one  of  his  best  performances.  After  completing  one 
of  his  seven  passes,  and  getting  sacked,  McDowell  hit  senior  Jason 
Samples  for  gains  of  19  and  2  yards  to  give  the  Trojans  a  7-3  lead. 
After   half  time   the   Troy   State   defense   took   control   of  the   game. 

Troy  recorded  six  sacks  of  the  FAU  quarterback.  The  Trojans  gained 
even  more  confidence  when  the  Troy  offense  put  points  on  the 
board  on  two  of  their  first  three  possessions   of  the   second  half. 

Greg  Whibbs  capped  a  19  play  drive  with  a  22  yard  field 
goal  for  a  10-3  Troy  lead.  McDowell  led  a  five  play  drive 
that  ended  on  a  2  yard  scoring  run  by  DeWhitt  Betterson. 
McDowell  finished  the  night  with  62  net  yards  rushing  on  17  carries 
to  go  with  his  7  for  16  passing  performance  for  101  yards  and  a  score. 

Then  FAU  punted  the  ball  to  Leodis  McKelvin  who  split  the  FAU 
coverage  team  and  returned  the  punt  56  yards  for  an  apparent 
touchdown.  The  play  was  called  back  when  James  Earl  Cray  was 
flagged  for  off  setting  personal  fouls.  The  Trojans  carried  a  17-6 
lead  into  the  fourth  quarter  and  then  put  the  game  away  when  McK- 
elvin got  a  second  chance  for  a  big  play.  The  Trojans  celebrated 
and  definitely  were   able   to  give  their  regards  to   Florida  Atlantic.

The  Troy  State  Trojans  started  off  their  first  appearance  in  a  bowl 
game  with  a  bang!  The  Trojans  jumped  to  a  14-0  first  quarter  lead 
over  Northern  Illinois  in  the  Fifth  Annual  Silicon  Valley  Classic. 


The  Trojans  took  the  opening  drive  78  yards  in  nine  plays 
to  make  a  7-0  lead.  Quarterback  D.T  McDowell  found  a 
diving  Jason  Samples  on  a  long  45  yard  completion  and  set 
up  a  keeper  over  left  guard  Junior  Louissant  for  the  score. 
'  i  that  spanned  eight  plays  culminated 
in  a  23  yard  touchdown  pass  to  Jermaine  Richardson 
from  McDowell.  McDowell  scored  his  second  touchdown 
on  a  four  yard  run  with  10:50  remaining  in  the  quarter. 


The  Trojans  cut  the  lead  to  one  possession  after  Samples 
catch  put  the  Trojans  inside  the  10  yard  with  just  under 
four  minutes  remaining.  Senior  DeWhitt  Betterson  had  an 
apparent  85  yard  touchdown  in  the  third  quarter.  McDowell 
completed  just  6  of  20  pass  attempts  for  122  yards  and  Jason 
Samples  was  the  Trojans  leading  reciever  with  three  catches 
for  87  yards.  The  Trojans  put  their  names  in  the  SVFC  record 
book.  Betterson's  25  carries  rank  third  in  bowl  history. 


Freshman  McDowell  tied  the  bowl  record  with  two 
rushing  touchdowns  in  the  game.  The  Trojans  saw 
their  four-game  winning  streak  come  to  an  end  with 
a  loss  dropping  their  final  mark  to  7-5  for  the  season.

Though  things  do  change  around  here,  our 
mission  statement  stands  strong:  Troy  State 
University  is  a  public  institution  comprised  of 
a  network  of  campuses  throughout  the  state 
of  Alabama  and  worldwide.  International  in 
scope,  this  university  provides  a  variety  of 
educational  programs  at  the  undergraduate 
and  graduate  levels  for  a  diverse  student  body 
in  traditional,  nontraditional  and  emerging 
electronic  formats.  Academic  programs  are 
supported  by  a  variety  of  student  services 
which  promote  the  welfare  of  the  individual 
student.  Our  dedicated  faculty  and  staff 
promote  discovery  and  exploration  of  knowl- 
edge and  its  application  to  life-long  success 
through  effective  teaching,  service,  creative 
partnerships,      scholarship      and      research. 
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The  2004-2005  Palladium  consists  of  256  pages  that  were  de- 
signed with  Adobe  InDesign  2.0  using  three  Macintosh  Apple 
computers.  The  pages  were  then  delivered  to  the  Herff-Jones 
plant  in  Montgomery,  Alabama,  for  final  production  and  printing. 

Many  pictures  were  taken  by  staff  photographers  Blake  Dews,  Tessa 
Paul,  and  David  Noble.  Some  pictures  were  taken  by  other  staff  mem- 
bers. Other  pictures  used  were  contributed  by  organizations  and 
Greek  organizations.  Several  pictures  were  used  from  the  Troy  State 
University  Photography  Department;  their  assistance  is  always  very 
much  appreciated.

The  2005  Palladium  was  produced  at  a  cost  of  about  $32,000. 
Expenses  were  paid  by  partial  student  activity  fees,  yearbook 
purchases,  and  pages  sold  to  the  Greek  and  other  organizations.
